This journey from Cold Bronk camp 


to the mountain peak may be accom- 
plished in half a day, with little incon- 
venience for man or woman. To the 
dweller in the San Gabriel valley, this 
journey as described will fall as a sur- 
prise, and to climb this trail will be. n 
revelation. It Is a pleasure trip which 
lies close l.o home, a trip that may be 
taken with little time expended and 
certainly with much less expenditure 
of money than could be offered in any 
other way for midsummer relaxation. 
It is our own San Gabriel canyon and 
mountains. Why not take the journey

A scheme 
Is now on foot to deepen the channel 
of the Mississippi and to connect it 
with the Oron.t Lakes by a ship canal. 
This will give not only Chicago, but 
the Iron and coal district, of which 
Pit.tsburg is the (tenter, direct com- 
munication by water with the Panama 
canal and the western markets It will 
nerve. Canada, also will bo a gainer.
